SOME WHISKY RESULTS. 


A Great Help Iu Keeping Prisons Ten- 


anted—Other Fhaiea of Crime. 


The following is an extract from a 


paper read before the Twentieth Cen- 
tury club of Hartford by Professor J. J. 
McCook of Trinity college: "For 13 
years the police arrests for drnnkennesa 
alone averaged in Hartford 62.8 per 
cent of the whole number, while drunk- 
enness and its allied offenses numbered 
80. 67 per cent. This proportion is per- 
haps somewhat larger than in most 
places, bnt it may generally be expected 
to be at least as high as three-fifths. 


"Ninety -five to ninety-seven out of 


every hundred incarcerated in our jail 
are self confessed drinkers, although 
they pleasantly add 'moderate' to ike 
title, and from 43. 6 to 66. 1 per cent of 
them are there specifically for drunken- 
ness, and fully 66 per cent, or two- 
thirds of them, are there for that and 
Its resulting crimes. 
T,here were 1,893 


of them thcra la;t year out of a total of 
3.H1. 


"Of the S81 captives in oar stats 


prison last year 40. 8, or almost half, 
thought drink had doae it 


"Take special phases of crime, for ex- 


ample : 


"Abuse, neglect or abandonment of 


children. Those most farKiliar with the 
subject in this neighborhood have put 
the proportion of cases attributable to 
drink at of beyond two-thirds. From 
the Pennsylvania Society to Protect 
Children Prom Cruelty, with headquar- 
ters in Philadelphia, a former vice pres- 
ident, in talking with me, fixed the pro- 
portion roughly at four-fifths to nine- 
tenths. But the secretary gives me defl. 
uita statistics for 1891-2 showing 809 
cases of chink out of a total of 864 in 
1891 and U59 out of 987 in 1892— i. e., 
from S5.8 per cent to 36.4 per cent la 
some previous years th« percentage had 
been as high as BO. "

TWO HUNDRED YEARS OLD. 


A Curious Relic Ploughed Up In a North- 


ern Berkshire Field. 


A queer relic of colonial times comes to 


the Sun. office from an oat field in Berk- 
shire county, Mass. Editor Munroe ol 
Brooklyn Life while passing bis vacation 
on a farm about half way between W)l- 
liamstown aud North Adams, discovered 
a pair of odd-looking sheata, veiy badly 
rusted and covered with diit, hanging 111 
tbe cow barn. 
Vhe fanner biiid that 


wuile ploughing in his oat field last spring 
the plough point turned tlie shc-jrs from 
the turrow and he picked tbetu up be- 
cause uf their shape. Mr. Munioe made 
j. trade ior them mid sent them to the 
Sun." From the point of the pivot the shears 
do not Uiii'et very iuu<:h from modern 
oneb, but the ' pivot instead of beiiii; ti 
simple acrew act taut by a thread iu o:ie 
of the blades as in oidmary modei-u 
shears, is a bolt, an inch long that bad a 
substantial nut on one end, uomethiug 
after the fashion of a stove bolt, appar- 
ently. The nut, however, has been rust- 
ed uway. That the shears were hand- 
forged by a man of ouine artistic ideas is 
plain fioui a look fit trie handles, which 
were toruied by beating out the pieces of 
sleel fiom which the cutting parts- were 
tormed into long tapering bars tbnt nets 
bent around in graceful cuives that t-naed 
not far from the cutting paits, but were 
not welded to them. , The length of 1 1>« 
cutting edses was origiuaUy about live 
and a half inches.

Michael Cavanaugh's Store En- 


tered While He Was 


Near. 


A ROT LIGHT WAS BURNING. 


The Money Dr?wer Was RITIed and Mr. 


Cavanaufh in an Adjoining Room.

One of the boldest burglaries that has 


been reported to the police happened lafat 
night at Michael Cavanough'^ btort- on 
Main street. 


Mr. Cavanougb had ju«t ulosod his store 


for th« night at a little alter HI o'clock 
and had stepped fbiotigrh into another 
room wlten the deed w»s done. When lie 
shut the store door he saw two men stand- 
ing nt tho corner ol the lilock, on Pearl 
stiuet. These men no doubt were pals 
of the ttmn who was preparing to do the 
job. 


Entrance was cained to the store by a 


rear wixiuovv. One of the lights of glass 
was broken and the thiefcrawled through 
the opemug. 
Ue went to the money 


drawer and biokc it open andtuok the 
small change that was m it. There was. 
in ull about $2. Other things were taken 
but nothing of great value. 


Mr. Cavanaugh remained in the adjoin- 


ing room only a short time and when he 
returned to the store he found the robbery 
had been committed. A bright light had 
burned all the time, and every pait of the 
store was visible to any one passing. 


Mr. Cavanaugh notified the police and 


be aud Officer Jones began a search for 
the guilty parties. The men who stood 
on the corner had disappeared and the 
search was unsuccessful for some time. It 
was decided to explore the cellars of the 
block used by the tenements. In one of 
these cellars Patrick Featherstone, a man 
well known to the officers was found hid- 
ing. He was placed under arrest and 
lodged in the police station. Eight or ten 
eggs were found in his pocket and two 
small pieces of corned beef. He had a 
candle with him that had been lighted. 
The candle is the most damaging piece of 
evidence. Featherson was in court this 
morning and was held. It is believed he 
is one of the men implicated in the 
burglary. None of the money stolen was 
found in his possession. His accomplices 
probably will be captured. 


The burglary is one of the very boldest. 


The fact that it was committed while the 
proprietor of the store was in an adjoin- 
ing room, and while a bright light burned 
in the store, and so early in the evening 
shows a boldness rarely met with in petty 
thieves.

THE SLANDEROUS HERALD. 


Since the famous campaign of Don 


Quixote against the wind mill we know of 
Uo such notable instance of imaginary 
knight-errantry as the Evening Herald'a 
arraignment of the public morals aud so- 
cial order of this town. 


Here was a community which had for a 


long time believed itself to bu most fortu- 
nate. In the organization and conduct of 
its public afl'airs, it had manifestly grown 
away troru past conditions iulo a course 
ol lite not only reformatory of past defects 
unduromotive of present advantage, but 
productive of a harmony and fellowship 
that

onion and efficiency of purpose and 
effort 
very 
unusual 
in 
a 
town 


of this size, and conducive to such import- 
ant gains as came in the normal school. 
Its social life -was unusually democratic 
uud attractive. Strangers 
who came 


here became, after even a brief residence, 
loyal and enthusiastic1 citizens, and those 
who left UB for a residence elsewhere were 
uniform in their regrets at tht- change and 
were glad to return to this town. Wages 
wer* as high here as elsewhere for the 
name work, and employment, particularly 
in times of business depression, more con- 
stant than in most other manfacturing 
centers. Our public order was such that 
it was proposed to make the first test of 
the Norwegian law in North Adams. Out- 
general impression upon the state led the 
chairman of a legislative committee to 
publicly compliment the town. We were 
prosperous, progressive, hopeful and con- 
tented, iu the believed possession of per- 
Bonal advantages and public promise be- 
yond what falls to the common lot. So 
we seemed to outsiders, and so we thought 
ourselves to be. 


But to the Evening Uerald tuii fair 


promise seemed a mockery a ad delusion. 
Our peace was stagnation, our harmony 
\v»s hypocrisy, onr public spirit was tyr- 
annical usurpation, our union was due to 
management and fear. Onr officials were 
uniformly inefficient and faithless, our 
voters were afraid to express their rp.il 
wishes in. open town meeting, except 
•whftre the secrecy of the Australian ballot 
•heltewd them from the eye of power, 
and the civil rights and liberties of a town 
of nineteen thousand inhabitants were in 
the tyrannous possession of a solar system 
of "rings,"revolving in baleful orbits about 
this oppressed and humiliated community, 
wljf.re the evils of Russian despotism and 
corruption were made more bitter by the 
remembered possession of American rights 
Bud freedom. 


Into this den of social horrors the Even- 


ing Herald heroically entered single 
banded. To the relief and rescue of this 
distressed and degraded community the 
B»«ning Herald danntlessly flew. In the 
•omewhat complex aud reiterated procla- 
mations of the deliverance it was to bring, 
the Evening Herald may have perhaps 
exaggerated the evils of the actual situa- 
tion, as Don Quixote certainly did mag- 
nify the terrors of his famous wind mill. 
But this is a liability common to cham- 
pions of heroic purpose, and serves to 
enhance the self-sacrificing 
service to 


whifh they dedicate their lives and for- 
tunes. 


But in one respect the Evening Herald 


is less fortunate than Don Quixote. This 
eminent knight did at length find his 
•wind mill, but the Evening Herald is still 
baffled by the impalpable substance of the 
"rings" which are the fruitful source ot 
all our community ills. These persistently 
foil to materialize and take visible shape 
under the potent conjuring; of its words 
of power. Fain would the redoubtable 
Herald flesh its knightly sword in the 
very vitals of these oppressors of this 
people. But nowhere yet, so far as its 
announcement informs, has ths Herald 
discerned them except as portents of the 
empty air. It speaks of "rings," and 
'f'ings" 
rings" small and "rings" 


larger. But beyond this mere abstraction 
it does not proclaim any rewarding of 
its search for heroic "deeds of derring 
do" in this essential particular. 


If in the end it should prove that the 


Herald was mistaken in its despairing 
view of the condition of this town, it is 
to b'e regretted that the necessity for its 
knightly devoir has been so emphatically 
and explicitly asserted. 
If its 'Tings" 


should prove to be the association of pub- 
lic-spirited citizens for the good govern- 
ment and best development of this town, 
ItJEtead of the conspiracy of selfishness, 
hrfld together "by the cohesive power of 
public plunder"-which is the defined con- 
dition of a "ring"— it surely is to be re- 
gretted that the Herald's iteration of this 
opprobrium 
should 
have needlessly 


smircbed.the political integrity of North 
Adams, as much as it is to be regretted 
that the Herald should Lave denied the 
manhood of its citizens by saying that 
they voted in town meeting from fear. 


MASSACHUSETTS DEMOCRATIC HOPE. 


Here is what the Democrats hope to win 


in (be state of Massachusetts this fall: A 
vast reduction of the abnormal Republi- 
can maiority of last year for governor, a 
notable increase of Democratic represent- 
atives in the legislature, the election of 
* Democratic mayor and board of alder- 
men in Boston. No Democrat is so wild 
HG lo think a Democratic governor can be 
•toted this fall That Is beyond either 


possibility or probability, as things look 
now. 
But the Democrats are going to 


make a great effort to reduce the Repub- 
lican majority in the general court. Mr. 
Quincy in a recent interview expressed 
the sentiment that there is no Democrat 
so hopeless as to be blind to the fact that 
with a proper candidate and proper effort 
the Republican majority can be reduced 
to insignificance. 
In the wide field of 


state politics, this is what the Democracy 
of Massachusetts will undertake to do. We 
will see. 


The horseless vehicle is evidently roll- 
ng into use. A successful test is reported 
rom Racine of a wagon driven by a gaso- 
ine engine. It is noiseless, moves up aud 
lown grades with celerity and its speed is 
eadily contolled by the driver or engin- 
eer. In New York a wagon driven by 
petroleum is under a practical test by a 
arge business house which employes 300 
delivery wagons. This wagon, which was 
m ported from Prance, has rubber tires, 
and a sprocket wheel and chain like the 
motor of a bicycle. It is operated at a 
cost of one cent a mile. If the test of the 
wagon is successlul the firm under whose 
auspices it is made intends to dispose of 
its horses and put on a full force of petro- 
leum wagons. It is estimated that it will 
cost only from ten to twenty cents a day 
to operate a, petroleum wagon, while it 
costs fifty cents a day to feed the horses; 
and motor-wagons are not as liable to dis- 
ablement as horses are to common equine 
ills that make them useless.

Little Mabel Beyle Was Not the 


Victim of Murder. 


Her Death 
Resulted" From 


Drowning Alone. 


Medical Examiner 
Gilbert 
Yields 
to 
the 


Request of the Police. 


QUIXCY, Mass., Sept. 10.—Medical Ex- 


aminer Gilbert held an autopsy here at 
midnight upon the body of little Mabel 
Doyle, whose mybterious death In the 
Neponsot i-iyer Friday night has caused so 
much conjecture. 
The result confirms 


the opinion originally held by the ex- 
aminer after his first glance at the re- 
mains—trat the unfortunate girl met her 
death from drowning. The autopsy dis- 
covered no marks of violence or foul play 
of any description. This docs away with 
all suspicions of murder, and shows that 
Mabel cither committed suicide or fell 
into the wairsr by accident. 


District Attorney Harris of Norfolk 


county issued yesterday the order for the 
autopsy to Medical Examiner Gilbert of 
Quincy, who had viewed the body on Sat- 
urday morning and allowed it to be sent; 
to tho home of the child's parents on 
Chicknt.iwbul street, Neponset. He did 
not deem it necessary to hold an autopsy. 
Ho said death was due to drowning. 


The developments in the case have 


stirred the Boston police to such a pitcli 
that tht-y decided an autopsy should bo 
held to determine more fully the cause of 
the girl's death. They felt that the com- 
munity would bo bettor satisfied it an 
autopsy were held, uud, besides, it might 
put a new phn?,u on the case. There have 
bccu many new features presented sinco 
the body was turued over to the parents, 
and they need clearing up. 


Acting Superintendent Hunt, too, was 


Anxious For an Autopsy, 


as were the parents of the girl, but Dr. 
Gilbert steadfastly declared that there was 
no need of it. He, in fact, induced thu 
parents to relinquish their idea that an 
autopsy was needed. But since then they 
are more convinced than ever that the au- 
topsy should be held. 


The acting captain went over to Quincy 


Sunday and did his best, to get Dr. Gil- 
bert to satisfy everybody by holding tho 
autopsy. The most he would do was to 
offer to write to the district attorney for 
permission to hold the autopsy. It is nec- 
essary in Norfolk county for the district 
attorney to order all autopsies. 


This he did, but it was not until 9 


o'clock last night that Dr. Gilbert received 
orders from Mr. Harris to hold the autopsy.. 
Dr. Gilbert at ouee notified Acting Cap- 
tain Hunt that he would hold tho autopsy 
at 8 o'clock this morning. The funeral 
having been set for this morning, Acting 
Captain Hunt communicated with Super- 
intendent Eldridge and tho parents oE the 
child. It was the request of Mr. Doyle 
that the autopsy be held tit an earlier 
hour, so that the funeral could be held at 
the appointed time.

WEATHER A^D CROPS. 


Dearth of Rain the Burden of the 


Farmer's Song, 


Cattle Pasture Failing In Feed 


In Many Parts. 


Potato Rot Checked to a Great Extent and 


Corn Flourishing. 


BOSTON, Sept. 10.—The New England 


weather bureau issues the following bul- 
letin lor the week ending Sept. 0: 


Light rain camo on the southern coast 


on the morning of the 7th, and light local 
showers occurred over eouth-cenlral dis- 
tricts on the 9th, but during the rest of the 
time fair weather has prevailed through- 
out New England during the week just 
passed. There has been much sunshine, 
and the days have been warm, but the 
nights cool. There weus light frosts on 
many lowlands on the morning of the 3d, 
but no damage has been reported. Tho 
weather has been very favorable for har- 
vesting, and crops have ripened very fast. 
Crops that have still some growth to 
make, however, need raiu badly. 
Fall 


plowing is being delayed because the 
ground is too dry, and recently sown 
seed needs wet weather to insure it against 
the winter frosts. Pastures are failing in 
feed, while iu most sections there Is com- 
plaint ol failing wells and springs. Its a 
little too dry tor the best curing of to- 
bacco, but is just the weather that corn 
has needed, however, and the potato rot 
has been held in check to a great extent. 


Lack of Moisture Noted. 


The weather has been warm and dry, 


with plenty of sunshine in Maine, and 
corn and other crops have pushed along 
finely, but the pastures are beginning to 
feel the want of rain quite a good deal. 
The feed is reported short in many places. 
Potatoes are being dug, and are rotting 
slightly on heavy soil; Apples are re- 
ported scarce, but of better quality thau 
last year. Grain is being threshed, and 
where the rust struck the stalks the heads 
are not well filled. The surface of tho 
ground is so dry that it is in poor condi- 
tion for £all plowing. 


Scant Pastures a> a Role. 


Pastures arc getting short iu most parts 


of New Hampshire, and in Sullivan and 
Cheshire counties, especially, the grass is 
dried and burned very badly. In somo 
pastures there is practically no feed for 
ca' tie. In Belknap county it is reported 
to be pritty good, and in parts of Bock- 
ingham county the cattle are still getting 
a good supply of feed from the pastures. 
In Cheshire county the second crop of hay 
is also almost a failure, and in other 
places the dry weather has had an in- 
jurious effect upon it, though not to a se- 
rious extent. 
Early sown grass seed is 


suffering for rain In southern Rockiug- 
ham county. The dry weather has had a 
favorable effect in holding the potato rot 
in check, so that a comparatively small 
amount of decay is found in digging. 
Corn i*- ripening very well with the warm, 
sunshiny weather, although the nights 
are too cool for this crop. It will very 
soon be beyond danger from frost. A lit- 
tle damage was done in northern sections 
on the morning of the 3d by frost. Ap- 
ples are dropping badly where the driest 
weather prevails. Beans are ripening up 
finely. Vermont Farmers Cheerful. 


One 
correspondent 
in 
Chittendon 


county, Vt.. reports another fine week for 
growth and harvesting, and adds that 
farmers have Jittle to complain of this 
season. Dry, sunshiny weather has pre- 
vailed during the week, and though tho 
heavy dews have given some relief, the 
top of the ground is getting very dry. 
Pastures are reported short and wells and 
springs are Ipw.,- Crops are ripening very 
fast and harvesting Is going on. Silos are 
being filled and Afield corn cut. There is 
but lew reports of decay in potatoes, and 
they are generally pronounced of very 
good quality. 


Good Harvesting Weather. 


The week in Massachusetts is reported 


to be a real harvest week, with warm days, 
.but cool nights, plenty of sunshine and no 
rain. All crops are ripening fast, and will 
soon be out of the way of frost. One cor- 
respondent in Hampshire county reports 
that peaches and grapes are ripening too 
fast and are being forced ahead of their 
season. As a consequence, peiches are 
rotting badly on the trees, worse than for 
any year of the past 20 in his own grounds. 
In western counties especially the con- 
tinned dry weather is being felt on newly 
seeded pieces, pastures and old fields. If 
it continues much longer it will injure 
the hay prospect for next year. 
Wells 


and springs are ^Iso reported very low, 
and in some instances are entirely ex- 
hausted. Apples are coloring well, but 
are reported of poor quality in some 
orchards. The tobacco is curing; too fast, 
and needs more moist weather and rain. 
The cranberry harvest is going on rapidly 
with excellent weather conditions. The 
crop is being secured in fine shape. Hay- 
ing on the salt marshes is progressing 
finely. Field corn husking has begun, 
and one correspondent in Hampden county 
reports no soft"corn found in husking 100 
bushels—all prime, solid ears. 


KlioOy Running Dry. 


The week has been favorable for crops 


In Rhode Island, although it is getting 
too dry in many places, no rain having 
fallen during the week. Corn is being 
cut, potatoes dug and onions gathered. 


Damage From Grubs. 


The weather has been very favorable for 


harvesting in Connecticut during the 
week, but it is too dry in all sections. 
Cabbages, turnips and late forage crops 
that have their growth still to make are 
feeling the effects of the dry weather quite 
a good deal. Pastures are getting short, 
arid fall sown seed is being injured. In 
many places there is no feed in the pas- 
tures. The white grub has done consid- 
erable damage to corn in Fail-field county, 
producing small shrunken kernels and 
improperly ripened stalks. They are eat- 
ing potatoes badly now where plauted on 
turf land, and in some fields disfiguring 
nearly a quarter of the crop. Tobacco is 
reported all harvested in good condition, 
with favorable curing weather up to date. 
In most places the crop has been quito 
free from damage of any kind, and thero 
was plenty of sunshine in the last stages 
of maturing. .Grapes are ripening and 
are of excellent quality 
Corn is being 


cut and is in gpod condition, though not 
filled out well in some fields. Apples con- 
tinue to drop badly where drought is be- 
ing most felt. 
Potatoes continue to rot 


slightly, but the dry weather has held tho 
disease in check to a great extent.
